from the agricultural and engineer- 
ing departments were .present as. well 
as engineers and others interested in 
drainage from different parts of the 
state. There were about 200 in tne 
audience. 


Mr. Fox's subject was, "The Re- 


building of the Mississippi River . 
The lecture was well illustrated by 
lantern slides, showing the method 
by which swamp lands are reclaim- 
ed. 


Mr. Fox explained the growing 


importance of the swamp land re- 
claimation. 'America's frontier has 
almost • disappeared, but little free 
land is now to be had by settlers, 
the feeding oi the -world, and the 
production of -agricultural -products 
at. the least possible cost is a prob- 
enr of growing' importance. 


:During the past three years" 


said Mr. Fox, "over $50,000 acres of 
swamp lands' have been reclaimed 
and are under cultivation and 2oO,- 
000 acres' are in the process of re- 
claimation. 
S-uch lands 
can 
be 


bought for from ?10 to ?15 an acre. 
It coats about ?35 per acre to dram 
the lands ar^ fit them for cultiva- 
tion 
The state of Louisiana has a 


drainage law under the provisions of 
which-bonds, backed-by the state 
may be issued to pay, for the work. 
They bear five per cent; interest, run 
for from 20 to 40. years, -and 
are 


paid by a tax of two dollars and a 
half per.acre per. year."

French Bicyclist Is Vjctor 
In 24 Hour Tandem Race 
For The Ninth Straight Time 


Leon Georget Establishes 
Record in Paris Race With 


Average of 24 Miles

Winning a twenty-four-hour tan- 


dem-paced bicycle -race nine times 
running is a feat 
well worthy of 


mention. Leon 
Georget, a well 


known French 
rider, recently ac- 


complished the feat in Paris. The 
event 
was staged on the 
indoor 


truck at the Veledrome d'Hiver. In 
the twenty-four hours Georget rode 
the remarkable distance of. 547% 
miles, at an average speed of nearly 
twenty-four miles per hour. Marchel 
Godivier finished- second, and Ed- 
ward Leonard took third.place. 


These aroimd-the-clock long dis- 


tance races and time trials have al- 


been bore popular in Europe 


than in our o_wn country, although 
American racing men -went in fov 
this form of endurance speed riding 
some years ago. The standing 
American 
twenty-four-hour record 


is credited to John Lawson who cov- 
ered 528 miles and 925 yards at Los 
Angeles in June, 1900. Lawson was 
paced by motocycles while Georget 
was paced by riders on tandem'bi- 
cycles, which makes his a 
much j 


more creditable performance. 


According to W. T. Farwell, 'Jr., 


of the Cycle Trades of Am-erica— 
who has complete track and road. 
racing records back to the very be-| 
ginnings . of bicycle racing in the 
late '60's, the earliest attempt at the 
twenty-four-hour record was made 
in 
England in 1870, by F. V. T. 


Honeywell. The machine ridden by 
Honeywell was the 
ancient Bone- 


shaker type then, in vogue, and there 


were no pacemakers. This racei: 
covered 105 miles' on the road within 
.the 'twenty-four hours. 


* * * 


If as' delvers into the. ancient his- 


tory of golf assert, the tee or sand 
or dirt on which the player places 
his ball for the drive originated in 
the desire to. save the turf of the 
putting greens which were used as 
teeing grounds in the olden days, 
there may corr.e a demand as the 
game progresses, that the ball bi: 
laid flat on the turf for the drive 
without any teeing up whatever. 


The argument for this would be 


that the change would be more in 
keeping with the spirit of thd game, 
that of playing the ball where it lie?.

HE platform makers are not going to have an easy time of 


ft this year. Astute party managers, whatever their po- 


litical complexion, are beginning to realize that the old struc- 
tures which have done duty in the past caiuiot be made to 3erye 
again, no matter how skilfully they may be painted and decor- 
ated; it is not even certain how much of the old material can 
safely be utilized in new construction. Whut is more, the of- 
ficial draughtsmen appear not to have agreed upon the plans, to 
\ay nothing of detailed specifications: The New York Tribune, 


which in years gone by was never in doubt as to what the Re- 
publicans ought to advocate or condemn, is now offering sub- 
stantial money prizes to writers of the best planks; while Chair- 
man Hays, of the Republican National Committee, has desig- 
nated a group of 171 persons,.some nineteen of whom are women, 
to sound the voters and find out what they want.. When a party 
ha« to resort to display advertising and "going on the road" to 
learn what it shall say, the natural inference is that it does not 
yet know its own mind; which as the same thing as saying that 
it has no principles or convictions *hat it is not ready to change 
if a sufficient number of voters prefer something else.. As for 


. the Democrats, they have never had any principles since they 


j surrendered, body and soul, to Mr. Wilson; and Mr. Wilson's 


' principles, which for a time took the place" of a party creed, have 
! been declining rapidly of late in exchange value along with the 


pound and the franc. 


The interesting thing about all this is that everybody knows 


what has caused it. American party leaders are perfectly aware 
that the great majority of-voters today are not partisans, but 
independents. Whatever the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties may have stood for in the past, it is clear enough .that they 
do not stand now for anything distinctive, or for anything which 
to the average voter appears vital or real; while the fact that the 
two parties have tended, in various matters of practical policy; 
to approach one another has only tended to confirm the impres- 
sion that both were about equally bad and that the one or the 
other wus unnecessary. There are undoubtedly many thousands 
of voters, including, very significantly, many young men who 
this year will cast their first vote for President, who arev Social- 
ists in most of the essentials of their political thinking, but who 
are not recognized members of the Socialist party and do not 
carry a red card; just as there are other thousands who sym- 
pathize with the principles of the Nonpartisan League, or of 
the Labor party, or of the Committee of Forty-eight, but who 
are not identified with any 'of those organizations. 


What do the independent and progressive voters of the country de- 


mand today of the parly whose nominees they are asked to support? 
FirSt of sff they demand a sP,edy and just peace with Germany-a peace 
which will not only end the state of war and restore normal relations be- 
tween the two countries, but which will also embody the principles of.hu- 
nvmitv and honorable dealing which were separately proclaimed by Mr. 
WiTson both before ar.d after the United Slates entered thewar. The party 
that shall champion the Treaty of Versailles as -Mr. "Wilson signed it, or 
even with the reservations which have been proposed, will hang a mill- 
stone about its neck. 
Furter, the independent and progressive voters 


desire a genuinely democratic League of Nations, one m which all the 
nations of the world may meet in council for the maintenance of peace 
and tJie -furtherance of their mutual interests, but in which great nations 
will have no prescriptive right to lord it over small ones, and from which 
militarism and navallsm. offensive and defensive alliances, and mutual 
•obligation to go to war will be alwent. With this should go a franJt repu- 
diation of secret diplomacy, and a demand for an ' op«n door7 policy 
everywhere in foreign trade. 


The situation is no less cleat in regard to certain important domes- 


tic questions 
The thought 
of the country is unquestionably turning 


slronglv Ui the direction of Federal ownership or control of transportation, 
minen "forests, water power, and other natural resources or monopolies; 
and while existing property rights are to be regarded, the parly which 
OPIWXM-S government ownership or control on principle will make no ap- 
peal to the independent vote. The party will also be wise which pledges 
itself to the prompt payment of the debt, the establishment of a budget 
system, thorough-going economy in public expenditure, the drastic reduc- 
tion of militarv awl naval expenditure, and the reform of a banking and 
currency system under which a Federal Rcservo bank is able to show a 
profit in a single year of 130 per cent. It should also go without saying 
that any American political party which, in the face of swollen fortunes 
nnd enormous business profits, expects to receive the support of inde- 
pendent voters, will insist upon free trade. 


There remain two questions which, from whatever point of view they 


are regarded, arc today of commanding importance. The first is liberty. 
Thanks to an autocratic Federal Administration for which a parallel is 
hardly to be found save in absolute monarchies of the old regime, persona, 
and politic,-,! liberty are today everywhere in danger in the United States. 
The arbitrary arrests of individuals on trumped-up charges, the breaking 
up or surveillance of public meetings, the censorship <i.f mail and of the 
press, the maintenance of an army of Government spies and secret agents, 
the ousting from office of persons duly elected according to law because of 
membership in a political party which the Government has put under the 
ban the torturing of prisoners, and the wresting of justice by adminis- 
trative officials and the courts, havo reached a point where little more Is 
needed to precipitate a revolution. The party that will not denounce 
without equivocation these crimes against the Constitution,. and demand 
the immediate restoration of free speech, free assembly, and a free press, 
is unworthy of the support of any honest American. The other question 
is the Federal Constitution. There is a widespread feeling, rapidly be- 
coming a conviction, that the Constitution, notwithstanding the excel- 
lence of some of its provisions, is in important respects m need of change; 
that the rigid system of government which it embodies actually encour- 
a<*es some of the very evils from which the people now suffer, and en- 
ables the representatives' of the people to entrench themselves m auto- 
cratic power and defeat, the people's will; and that a Federal Convention, 
such as the Constitution itself provides,' shouW be called by ^Congress to 
revise the Constitution and adapt it to present needs. The party that 
shall include such a demand in its platform will rally to its standard ui- 
. dependent and progressive voters throughout the land.

of the papers-was bought, to be paid 
for by the -moment an editor was 
furnished for each paper to properly 
supervise and'edit information re-

served. 
The effectiveness of

monstrated by. the character of stuff 
carried in the daily press through- 
out the. country since March, 1915. 
They have resorted to anything nec- 
essary to commercialize public sen- 
timent 
and sandbag 
the national 


congress into making 
extravagant 


and wasteful .appropriations for thu 
army and navy 'under the false pre- 
tense that it was necessary. (Then- 
stock argument is that .it is 'patri- 
otism'. They are playing on every 
prejudice and passion of tho Amer- 
ican people." 


With 25 of the biggest papers in 


che nation, judiciously, distributed, 
keeping up a constant propaganda 
in a certain direction it is not nec- 
essary for the big poison syndicate 
to buy the other papers. They as- 
sume 
the big papers 
' know the 


"dope" and follow their lead, hoping 
perhaps, to some day grab a few 
crumbs that-fall from the masters 
tables. 
This exposure not only justifies 


the term "kept 
press" but corro- 


borates our oft-repeated statement 
that the' only -way. the people can 
depend upon a paper givin'g them 
the truth is to own it. themselves 
and control its policy. '.Papers own- 
ed by private individuals are .run for 
the money they make.' It is inevit- 
able that sooner or later they will 
succumb to just such a pernicious 
proposal as 25 of them did. when 
they contracted with the big corpor- 
ate ring in Wall street to systemat- 
ically poison the minds of the people 
for'the sake of profits—in-the sacreJ 
name of patriotism. 


Only the establishment of a chain 


of newspapers owned .by the.work- 
ing -people, which .will .be inclusive 
enough-in their circulation to reach 
all corners of the nation, and own- 
ing their own news service, will th« 
poison ever be neutralized and free 
the populace from the mental serf- 
dom 
to the organized forces of 


greed. In establishing /such 'papers 
the common people are merely guar- 
anteeing 
themselves freedom, and 


are contributing to the fund of civic 
righteousness.—Yakima American.
